brake connections, rendering the brakes 
useless and causing the engineer to lose 
control of his engine.

THE STRUGGLE 
BEGINS. 


Carpenter* Arriving In Chicago to Take 
tho Striker*’ Place*. 
Chicago, April 29.—The lines laid 
down by both sides in the carpenters’ 
strike are well-defined, and both sides 
have begun the struggle. 
Non-union men. In numbers larger 
than oven the strikers care to admit, 
are pouring into Chicago, and it is be­ 
lieved that the master carpenters, an­ 
ticipating the fruitless conferences of 
Saturday, had agents in other cities se­ 
curing all the non-union men possible. 
The strikers are vigilant, however, and 
this morning captured a large number of 
non-union men and induced them to re­ 
fuse to go to work. 
A boss carpenter 
named Smythe attempted to put some 
non-union men at work on a building on 
North avenue, but the strikers drove 
the men away. One of the non-union 
men 
was 
assaulted 
by 
a 
striker and given a black eve. The case 
was reported to the police, and a dozen 
officers in citizens' clothes were sent out 
from the East Chicago avenue station to 
watch all incompleted buildings where 
non-union men were expected to go to 
Work. All officers in uniform were also 
given oiders to watch the strikers. Chief 
Marsh says that non-union men will be 
protected in their work if it takes the en­ 
tire police force. 
In the meantime the Boss Carpenters’ 
association and the carpenters' council 
are making arrangements to put 4,000 
carpenters at work. 
Several minor 
points net yet settled between the two 
associations have been submitted to ar­ 
bitration, but it is not thought probable 
any considerable number of men will be 
eel at work before the week is out. 
A teamster In the employ of William 
Evers, one of the largest carpenters and 
contractors in Chicago, was this morn 
lag assaulted by strikers. 
The assault occurred on the West 
Side. The teamster was hauling soma 
carpenters' tools aid was stopped by a 
gang of strikers. 
The horses were cut 
from the wagon and the teamster drag­ 
ged to the ground aud given a severe 
tatting. The strikers cut the harness 
to pieces and wrecked the wagon. 
Otis 8. Favor Is acting as a sort of 
mediator between the now bosses' asso­ 
ciation and the carpenters' council, and 
this morning the arbitration committee 
of the bosses association held a coapta­ 
tion with Mr. Favor, the object being to 
obtain the consent or several prominent 
business men and judge to act as an ar­ 
bitration committee between the two as­ 
sociations.

was arrested here yesterday, though 
not without difficulty. 
As a candidate 
for a scat in the municipal council the 
Marquis had electoral offices in the Rue 
Sainte Ann, whither M. Dulac, the 
police commissary, repaired early lu 
the morning. 
Quite a posse of 
detectives were 
deputed to put the warrant into effect. 
The Marquis acquired, from his long 
residence In the United States, the per­ 
nicious hablt-of carrying at least one if 
not more six-chambered revolvers about 
his person and great proficiency in tho 
use of the weapon. 
At 7 last evening 
Mores returned to the Rue T ilsit Sud­ 
denly, within a few paces of the expect­ 
ant group, the Marquis came to a halt. 
Divining their purpose, he turned on 
his heel and made off in an opposite di­ 
rection. The detectives bounded after 
him. 
Along the Rue Tilsit and down 
the Champs Elysee*, which was at the 
time crowded with carriages and pedes­ 
trians returning from the Bois,went the 
Marquis and his pursuers. 
As the latter 
gained steadily on him M. Mores finally 
decided to surrender, and was arrested 
and taken to the Rue Iterryer Police 
station, whence, after a long cross- 
examination, he was transferred to a 
cell. 
Rumor has It that the police 
found incriminating literature in the 
Marquis' rooms inciting to murder and 
pillage. 
Seven leading Anarchists have been 
arrested. 
A search of their residences 
resulted in the discovery of a secret 
printing press and a number of revolu­ 
tionary documents. 
It is reported that 
all the Anarchist leaders will be ar­ 
rested.

The Shah'* Eunuchs 
Get Into 
a Bow 
with an Austrian Oculist. 
V ie n n a , April 29.—Society is greatly 
excited over the circumstances attend­ 
ing the visit of the wife of the Shah 
of Persia to the Austrian capital to 
take advantage of the skill of a leading 
oculist. 
When the day for the opera­ 
tion arrived, the clashing of western 
customs 
and eastern prejudices oc­ 
casioned several curious scenes. 
The 
three eunuchs of the lady’s suit Insisted 
on remaining In the room and almost 
assaulted the oculist when he asked the 
lady to remove her veil. 
The eunuchs proposed that the veil 
should be cut around the eye when it 
was necessary to see that organ, but no­ 
where else. 
The Persian Minister and 
the eunuchs had to be removed by force 
before the operation could be proceeded 
with. The eunuchs fought savagely, 
and it will now bo their duty to report 
to the Shah the Indignity to which his 
wife has been subjected, and which, ac­ 
cording to Persian law, is punishable by 
death.

believed Wednesday will be the day,but 
certainly not later thau Thursday.

But these are surmises.

The warden is as unyielding as 
adamant in shutting out press repre­ 
sentatives, but some of the doctors or 
guards at the execution may be pre­ 
vailed upon to talk after it is all over.

Marjrlaad WHI Adopt a Now System of 
Admlalstortng State Affairs. 
B a l t im o r e, Md., April 29.—In view 
of the recent defalcation of the State 
treasurer and tho lax methods in the 
present system of the State government 
In Maryland, a movement will soot; be 
started for constitutional revision and 
general change in the executive. 
The State Is now run by a three­ 
headed political machine known as the 
board of public works, composed of the 
Governor. Controller, and Treasurer. 
The present system makes practical pol­ 
iticians out of two officers, the Con­ 
troller and the Treasurer. 
Frequently 
these two financial officers have held the 
Governor at bay, overpowering him in 
fact and virtually depriving him of hi* 
executive function*. 
In a largo class of 
appointments, most of 
them petty 
officers, the advice and consent of 
the 
Senate 
are required by law 
Some of 
these 
officers for Balti­ 
more are Important, but they are of no 
higher grade than tobacco Inspectors, 
police justices, supervisors of election, 
etc. 
Of the State officers appointed by 
the Governor and confirmed by the 
Senate the roost important are adjutant- 
general, commissioner 
of 
tho 
land 
office, librarian, and Secretary of State. 
The constitution requires the controller 
to be elected, like tho Governor, by 
the people, except that his term is two 
years instead of four, while the treas 
urer Is elected by the general assembly 
every two years. The constant pressure 
of practical politics is therefore centered 
on the two financial officers of the State. 
lf It should be that they were represen­ 
tatives of Interests antagonistic to those 
of the Governor, as during tho adminis­ 
tration of Gov. Hamilton, public affairs 
would be a never-ending series of plots

Recently Bee re tar y Bask issued a 
long article on the conge :f agricultural 
depression, aud than suggest 3d a cure. 
There are Home papers Hut Lave an idea 
that Uuole Jerry doesn’t know much 
about farming. Ih°y t eem to think that 
be bas been misguided in his tariff dis­ 
cussion, that tome high protectionist bas 
been ooaohmg bim on the point tbat 
there are nearly 8350.000,000 of agricul­ 
tural imports every year whioh should 
be grown in this centry; and would if 
the taojff was high enough. 
Uncle Jerry is not to blame for that 
statement. Ha got it from the ways and 
means committee, and presumed es a 
mar tar of 
0 0 arse that the committee 
knew ell about it. The trouble with the 
committee, and mea of sense and intelli­ 
gence eau see it, is that when it set 
down the imported sgiicultural products 
to this country last year ae being $350,- 
000,000, it made an error and probably 
knew it. 
What farmers want, the same 
aa anybody else wants, are the facts and 
cot misbtetements. Every farmer will 
be interested in knowiog that in that 
$350,000,000 of tho ec-oalied agricultural 
products imported in the United Estates 
aud whioh they claim can be raised here, 
are tropical fruits, tee, coffee, m e, sugar, 
silk, wine, and a lot of 
other things 
which no firmer in 
Wisconsin cr 
any other state in the north can raise 
Northern farmers can’t raise sugar on 
tbrir farms, neither can one-tenth of tbe 
sugar consumed in this country be pro­ 
duced in tbe United States. Why then 
say that it ean be produced if it wero 
taxed high enough ? 
Does any man who ii Bice think he 
can raise jute and rice aud silk on bis 
farm if the tariff on these products wife 
high enough? If tbe tariff was as high 
as before, these articles could not be pro­ 
duced here with any degree of suo^e r. 
Why lien class them as agricultural 
products (hat can be produced with pro­ 
fit. 
How long would it take a iarmer of 
Hock county to get in the way of grow­ 
ing tropical fruits and oils and such? 
Certainly not until be oould transplant 
the southern ann to WiscoLfein and re­ 
generate our climata, and this he cannot 
do notwithstanding the intimation of the 
committee of ways and means that a 
northern farmer can upset oar climate 
and make it as he pleases.

What is a mercantile “discount?” 
When a merchant bays goods of a 
wholesaler in the great city, he se­ 
cures a reduction or 'discount* from 
the bill, of from 5 to 25 per cent., 
according to the kind of goods be is 
buying and the margin of profit 
there is in them—i f h e f a y s c a s h 
d o w n . 
If he cannot pay cash down but 
remits in IO days, be receives almost 
as much discount; if he pay not till 
30 days, he receives still less dis­ 
count, and if he pay not till 60 days 
he receives none. So the thriving 
merchant discounts every bill as it 
comes. But to do so he must have 
ready cash, and he can get it only as 
he receives it from customers, or as 
he loans it to himself as working 
capital. If all paid cash, they woald 
furnish the merchant the ready mon­ 
ey to take every discount; and just 
so far as they do not pay cash, in 
just so far they eompel the mer­ 
chant to advance himself the money 
to pay his "bills, which money he 
could put out at interest, and earn 
6, 7 or 8 per cent, on the loan. 
We have now gone to the a-b-c of 
explanation of the discount business 
and why all merchants desire to 
change credit custom to cash trade. 
While it would be simple j u s t i c e ,

‘•The glory of Lebanon jhall come 
unto thee, the fir tree, the pine tree, 
and the box together, to beautify the 
place of my sanctuary." 
On our way to Damascus, said the 
speaker, 
we saw the mountains of 
Lebanon, whito with snow, and the 
places from which the cedars w^ro 
hewn and drawn by ox teams down to 
the Mediterranean sea, and then float- 
sd in great rafts to Joppa, and then 
drawn by ox teams to Jerusalem to 
build 
Solomon’s 
temple. 
These 
mighty trees in my text are called the 
“glory of Lebanon.” 
Inanimate na­ 
ture felt the effects of the first trans­ 
gression. 
When Eve touched the for­ 
bidden tree, it seems as if tho sinful 
contact had smitten not only that 
tree, but as if the air caught the pol 
lution from the leaves, and as if the- 
sap had carried tho virus into the very 
soil until the entire earth reeked with 
the leprosy. 
Under that sinful touch 
nature 
withered. 
The inanimate 
creation, as if aware of the damage 
done it, sent up the thorn and brier 
and nettle to wound and fiercely op­ 
pose the human race. 
Now a9 the physical earth felt tho 
effects of the first transgression, so it 
•hall also feel the effect of the Savior’s 
mission. 
As from that one tree in 
Paradise a blight went forth through 
the entire earth, so from one tree on 
Calvary 
another force shall speed 
out to intepernetrate and check, 
sub­ 
due and override, the evil. 
In the 
and it shall be found that the troo of 
Calvary has more potency than the 
tree of Paradise. 
As the nations are 
svangelized, 
I think a correspond­ 
ing change will be effected in tho 
natural world. 
I verily believe that 
the trees, and the birds, and the rivers, 
and the skies will have a millenium. 
If man’s sin affected the ground, and 
the vegetation, and the atmosphere, 
shall Christ’s work be less powerful or 
less extensive? 
Oh, what harvests shall be reaped 
when neither drouth, nor excessive 
rain, nor mildew, nor infesting insects 
shall arrest the growth, and the ut­ 
most capacity of the fields for produc­ 
tion shall be tested by an intelligent, 
and athletic yeomanry. 
Thrift and 
competency characterizing the world’s 
Inhabitants, 
their 
dwelling 
places 
shall be graceful and healthy and 
adorned. 
Tree and arbor and grove 
around about will look as if Adam and 
Eve had got back to Paradise. 
Great 
titties, now neglected and unwashed, 
shall be orderly, adorned with archi­ 
tectural symmetry and connected with 
far distant seaports by present modes 
of transportation carried 
to their 
greatest perfection, or by new inven­ 
tions yet to spring from the air at the 
beck of a Morse or a Robert Fulton be­ 
longing to future generations. 
Isaiah 
in my text seems to look forward to 
the future condition of the physical 
earth as a condition of great beauty 
and excellence, and then prophesies 
that as the strongest and most excel­ 
lent ornamental timber in Lebanon 
was brought down to Jerusalem and 
constructed into the ancient temple, 
so all that is beautiful and excellent in 
the physical earth shall yet contribute 
to the church now being built in the 
world. 
“The glory of Lebanon shall 
come unto thee; the fir tree, the pine 
tree, and the box together, to beautify 
the place of ray sanctuary.” 
Much of this prophecy has already 
been fulfilled, and I proceed to some 
practical remarks on the contributions 
which the natural world is making to 
the kingdom of God, and then draw 
some inferences. 
The first contribu­ 
tion that nature gives to the church is 
her testimony in behalf of the truth 
of Christianity. 
This is an age of 
profound research. 
Nature 
cannot 
evade men’s inquiries as once.* In 
chemist’s laboratory she is put to 
torture and compelled to give up her 
mysteries. 
Hidden laws have come 
out of their hiding place. 
The earth 
and the heavens, since they have been 
ransacked by geologist and botanist 
and astronomer, appear so different 
from what they once were that they 
may be called “the new heavens and 
the new earth.” 
This research and discovery will 
hay© powerful effect upon the reli­ 
gious world. 
They must either ad­ 
vance or arrest Christianity, make men 
better or make them worse, 
be the 
church’s honor or the church’s over­ 
throw. 
Christians, aware of this in 
the early ages of discovery, were ner­ 
vous and fearful as to the progress of 
science. 
They feared that some nat­ 
ural law. before unknown, would sud­ 
denly spring into harsh collision with 
Christianity. 
But the Christian re­ 
ligion has no such apprehension now. 
Bring on your telescopes and micro­ 
scope* 
and spectroscopes—and the 
more the better. 
The God of Mature 
is the God of the Bible, and in all the 
universe and in all the 
eternities He 
never 
once 
contradicted 
Himself. 
Christian merchants endow universi­ 
ties, and in them Christian professors 
instruct the children of Christian com­ 
munities. 
The warmest and most en­ 
thusiastic friends of Christ are 
the 
bravest and most enthsiastic friends of 
science. 
The church rejoices as much 
over every discovery as the world re­ 
joices. 
Good men have found there 
is no war between sc'enco and re­ 
ligion. 
That which at first seemed to 
to be the weapon of tho infidel has 
turned out to bo the weapon of the 
Christian. 
Again, Datura offers an invaluable 
contribution to Christianity by the 
illustration of divine truth. 
The in­ 
spired writers seized upon the ad­ 
vantages offered by the natural world. 
Trees and rivers and olouds and rocks 
broke forth into holy and enthusiastic 
utterances. 
Would Christ set forth 
the strength of faith, He points to the 
sycamore, whose roots spread out and 
clinch themselves amid great dopths of 
earth and He said that faith was strong 
enough to tear that up by the roots. 
Would Christ teach the precision 
which He looks after you, He says He 
counts the hairs of your hair. 
Well, 
that is a long and tedious count if the 
head have the average endowment It 
has been found that if the head be 
black there are about 120,000, 
or if 
they be flaxen there are about 140,000. 
But God knows the exact number, 
“The hairs of your head are num­ 
bered.” 
Would Christ Impress us 
with the divine watchfulness and care 
He speaks of the sparrows, that were 
a nuisance in those times. 
They were 
caught by the thousands in the net 
They were thin and scrawny and had 
comparatively little meat on 


tones. 
They sechfflc almost valueless 
whether living or dead. 
Now, argue* 
Christ, if my Father takes care of 
them will lie not tuko care of you? 
Christ would 
have 
the Christian 
despondent over his slowness of reli­ 
gious development to go to his corn 
field for a ioison. 
Ile watches first 
! the green shoot pressing up through 
i the clods, gradually strengthening into 
I a stalk, and last of all the husk swell- 
* ingout with the pressure of the corn; 
••First the blade, then tho ear, after 
that the full corn in the ear.” 
Would David set forth the freshness 
and beauty of genuine Christian char­ 
acter—he sees an eagle starting from 
its nest just after the moulting season, 
its old feathers shed, and its wings 
decked with new down and plumes, its 
body as finely feathered as that of her 
young ones just beginning to try the 
speed of their wings. 
Thus rejuve­ 
nated and replumed is tho Christian’s 
faith and hope by every season of com­ 
munion with God. 
“Thy youth is re­ 
newed like the eagle’s.” 
Would Solo­ 
mon represent the annoyances of a 
contentious woman’s tongue, he poiuts 
to a leakage in tho top of his house or 
tent, where, throughout the stormy 
day, tho water comes falling through, 
falling upon the floor—drip! drip! drip! 
and he says, “A continual dripping in 
a very rainy day and a contentious 
woman are alike.” 
Would Christ set 
forth the character of those who make 
great profession of piety, but have no

made between the inanimate creation 
and the righteous man:

What a grand thought that 
the lightnings, and the tempests, and 
the hail and the forests, which are the 
enemies of unrighteousness, are all 
marshaled as the Christian's body 
guard. 
They fight for him. 
They 
strike with an arm of fire, or clutch 
with the fingers of ice. 
Everlasting 
peace is declared between tho fiercest 
elements of nature and good men. 
The great earth and the heavens are 
the busy looms at work for you; and 
shooting light and silvery stream, 
and sharp lightning aro all woven 
threads in the geat loom with God’s 
foot on the shuttle. 
The same Spirit 
that converted your soul has also con­ 
verted the elements from enmity to­ 
ward you into inviolable friendship, 
and furthest star and deepest cavern, 
regions of everlasting cold as well as 
climes of eternal summer, all havo a 
mission of good, direct or indirect, for 
your spirit. 
Now I infer from this that the study 
of natural objects will increase our re­ 
ligious knowledge.

ing is so far down, and nothing is so 
high up, but God makes it pay to the 
Christian religion. 
If snow and tem­ 
pest and dragon are expected to praise 
God, suppose you He experts no hom­ 
age from your soul? When God has 
written His truth upon everything 
around you, suppose you lie did not 
mean you to open your eves and read 
UP 
Finally, I learn from this subject 
what an honorable position the Chris­ 
tian occupies when nothing is so great 
and glorious in nature but is made to 
edify, defend and instruct him. 
Hold 
up your heads, sons and daughters of 
the Lord Almighty, that I may see 
how you bear your honors. 
Though 
now you may think yourself unbe­ 
friended, this spring’s soft wind, and 
next summer’s harvest of barley, and 
next autumn’s glowing fruits, and next 
winter’s storms—all seasons, all ele­ 
ments, zephyr and euroclydon, rose’s 
breath and thundercloud, 
gleaming 
light and thick darkness, are sworn to 
defend you, and cohorts 
of angels 
would fly to deliver you from peril, 
and the great God would unsheath his 
sword and arm the universe in your 
cause rather than that harm should 
touch you with one of its lightest fin­ 
gers. 
“As the mountains 
around 
about Jerusalem, so the Lord is around 
about His people from this time forth 
for evermore.”

Liquor B rou gh t In to a Prohibition Stat* 
May N ot B e Seized. 
W a s h in g to n , April 29.—The United 
States Supreme Court, through Chief 
Justice Fuller, has rendered an opinion 
adverse to the constitutionality of State 
WHERE IT HAD EVIDENTLY BEEN ' laws providing for the seizure of liquor 
brought into the State in original pack­ 
ages. 
Such laws, the coart holds, are 
an interference with toe Inter-State 
Commerce law. 
After the liquor be­ 
comes the property of the Importer, the 
State may, under its police powers 
regulate 
or 
prohibit 
sale, 
but 
it 
has no power in the absence of express 
Congressional authority, to prohibit the 
transportation of the article from an­ 
other State and its delivery to the Im­ 
porter. 
The case in which the decision 
was made was that of Bus Leidv & Co., 
plaintiffs in error vs. A. J- Hardin. 
It 
was brought here on appeal from the 
Supreme court of Iowa, and this court 
reverses the decision of the State court. 
Justices Gray, Harlan, and Brewer dis­ 
sented. 
The case is one of great importance to 
prohibitionists and liquor dealers.

ThoasHvitfs o f Aer#* in New H am pshire to 
Ile K ept fo r A m erican Game. 
Much 
interest, says Forest and 
Stream, attaches to the enterprise un­ 
dertaken by Austin Corbin, who has 
laid out ou an extensive scale a pre­ 
serve for big game in New England. 
A tract of country bas been secured 
forty miles north of Concord, amidst 
the Croydon and Grantham mountains 
in New Hampshire. 
The range covers 
many thousands of acres. 
Mr. Corbin 
propo.-es to inclose the territory, police 
it, and maintain it strictly as a private 
game preserve. 
The species of big 
game to be put out upon it will include 
buffalo, elk. antelope, moose, caribou 
and deer, white-tailed and black-tailed. 
While this is further northeast than 
tho recorded native range of tho buf­ 
falo, there is 
no reason why they 
should not do well in New Hampshire, 
The region is the native homo of the 
moose, caribou, and the white-tailed 
deer; and tho black-tail might thrive 
there.
